The extremists had been indulging in murder, loot and arson 
in the Sahar area of Arrah District of Bihar. On the 29th June, 
1975, a Company of the Central Reserve Police Force was sent 
to apprehend a group of extremists who had taken shelter in 
a village and started searching the suspected hide-out of the 
extremists. The cordon continued for four days. During the 
course of the search of the hide-out of the extremists, Shri 
Sadhu Singh, Jemadar, received a bullet iniury and was severely 
injured. He was trapped in a room adjacent to the room from 
which the extremists were firing. In order to rescue him Shri 
Uishamber Nath. Deputy Superintendent of Police climbed up 
to the roof of the house. Shri Baldev Yadav covered the 
movement of Shri Bishambcr Nath who lifted Shri Sadhu Singh 
through a hole on the roof in order to bring him to a place of 
safety. While he was coming back, the extremists noticed 
movement on the roof and fired at Shri Baldev Yadav who was 
injured and fell down. 

The police continued the cordon while the extremists conti- 
nued firing on the police. In order to flush out the extremists 
from their hide-out, on 30th June, 1975, the Central Reserve 
Police Force personnel dug a hole in the wall of the room 
where the extremists were suspected t; have taken shelter. The 
extremists started firing through this hole and then immediately 
plugged it with mud. The also made an attempt to escape. 

In order to prevent them from escaping Shri Shyam Narain 
Yadav jumped into the court-yard of the house and crawled to 
the wall of the room while the extremists had taken shelter. 

In disregard of the risk involved, he quickly pushed and 
removed the mud with which the hole had been plugged and 
before the extremists could fire, he lobbed a hand-grenade into 
the room. The extremists retaliated with gun-fire but Shri 
Yadav accomplished his task, with dogged determination. 

During the course of firing a bullet pierced through the left 
arm of Shri Jagtap. He was seriously injured but in disregard 
of the severe injury he refused to leave his post and kept on 
firing till reinforcement arrived. 
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On the same day, Shri Nihal Singh, Deputy Superintendent 
of Police led a Police Company which was to relieve another 
Company already stationed there. After deploying the per- 
sonnel of his Company at strategic points Shri Nihal Singh 
searched various houses. In one of the houses when a Const- 
able of his Company pushed open a door, suddenly hand gre- 
nades were hurled on the police party, which injured one of 
the Constables. Shri Nihal Singh immediately retaliated with 
hand grenades and thus enabled the injured constable to crawl 
back with his LMO.

Shri K. K. Nair, Deputy Superinten- 
dent of Police and Shri Sadhu Singh, Jemadar, with Ihe help of 
certain villagers cordoned the place. Shri Nair, led the search 
arty personally. They forced open the door of the suspected 
ide-out. While they were conducting the search, they were 
fired upon by the extremists who hud taken shelter in a room 
of that house. Shri Nair received a bullet injury on his palm 
causing multiple fracture but lie remained undeterred and con- 
tinued to lead his men to surround the area and thereby pre- 
venting the escape of the extremists. 

During the course of search of the house, Shri Stidhu Singh, 
Jemadar, also received a severe blllle* injury. He lay trapped 
in a room adjacent to the one from which the extremists were 
firing. Seeing the precarious position in which Shri Sadhu 
Singh lay injured, Shri Bishamber Nath, peputy Superintendent 
of Police, alongwith Shri Baldev Yadav, Lance Naik, climbed 
up to the roof of the house in order to rescue Shri Sadhu Singh. 
While Shri Baldev Yadav covered the movement of Shri 
Bishamber Nath, the latter made a hole in the roof and physi- 
cally lifted Shri Sadhu Singh in order to bring him to a place 
of safety. But while he was coming back, the extremists 
noticed the movements on the roof and fired at Shri Baldev 
Yadav, who received injuries and fell down. Shri Bishamber 
Nath was thereafter left exposed to extremist firing. But in 
utter disregard of his personal safety, Shri Bishamber Nath 
continued to carry Shri Sadhu Singh along the roof and ulti- 
mately brought him to a place of safety. 

Again on 1st July 1975, in the course of the same campaign 
Shi i Bishamber Nath led a Company of Central Reserve Police 
Force to another hide-out of the extremists. He was accom- 
panied by Shri Nihal Singh, Deputy Superintendent of Police. 
As they entered the court-yard of the house occupied by the 
extremists, two hand-grenades were thrown at them in quick 
succession. One of the hand-grenades hit Shri Bishamber Nath 
on the right hip. He did not loose his cool but immediately 
cautioned and dragged Shri Nihal Singh to a cover, thus saving 
the life of his colleague as well as his own. 

Earlier on 30th Time, 1975, during the course of confronta- 
tion with the extrcmistSj Shri Prabhu Narayan Singh, Const- 
able, along with Shri Nihal Singh, entered a suspected house 
and slarted searching it. When Shri Prabhu Narayan Singh 
pushed open one of the doors located in the court-yard of the 
house, he was fired upon from a stengun as a result of which 
he received injuries in his abdomen and in the chest and well 
down. In disregard of the severe injury, Shri P. N. Singh 
made a determined bid to save the LMG and ammunition that 
lie was holding from falling into the hands of the extremists,. 
He crawled back to the entrance of the house, and thus but 
succeeded in saving his weapon from falling into the hands of 
the extremists before breathing his last. 

Tn these encounters Shri K. K. Nair, Shri Bishamber Nath 
and Shri Prabhu Narayan Singh exhibited exemplary courage 
conspicuous gallantry and des'otion to duty of a high order.

RESOLUTION ( 

No. J.11015/3/76-FRY(WL). — Commercial exploitation has 
been a prime cause for the decline of wild life not only in 
India but throughout the world. Export of a number of 
species of wild life has been banned. However, smuggling of 
these commodities has been rampant. With a view to con- 
serve species threatened by such trade, a Convention on Inter- 
national Trade in Endangered Species of Wild Fauna and 
Flora was signed on March 3, 1973 at Washington, 

2. In Appendices I and II of the Convention, only those 
species whose population is declining and which arc threaten- 
ed by international trade and those that are on the verge of 
extinction are included. The Appendix III of the Convention 
permits the signatory countries to extend the provision of this 
Convention to those species of their own wild life which aie 
considered to be in need of special protection. India signed 
this Convention in July, 1974. The Government of India 
have now decided to ratify this Convention and deposit the 
Instrument of Ratification with the Swiss Government who 
is the Depository State. 

3. Article IX of the Convention provides that each party 
would designate for the purposes of this Convention : 

(a) One or more management authorities competent to 
grant permits or ceitifkates on behalf of that parly; 
wnd 

(b) One or more scientific authorities. 

4. The functions of the Management Aulhoiity and the 
Scientific Authority will be as follows : — 

Management Authority : 

(1) The export of any specimen of a species included in 
Appendix 1 of the Convention shall require th e prior grant 
and presentation of an export permit. An export permit shall 
be granted when the following conditions have been met : 

(a) Management Authority is satisfied that the specimen 
was not obtained in contravention of the laws of that 
State for the protection of fauna and flora; 

(b) Management Authority is satisfied that any living 
specimen will be so prepared and shipped as to mini- 
mize the risk of injury damage to health or cruel 
treatment; and 

(c) Management Authority is satisfied that an import 
permit has been granted for the specimen. 

(2) The export of any specimen of a species included in 
Appendix II of the Convention shall require the prior grant 
and presentation of an export permit. An export permit shall 
only be granted when the following conditions have been met; 

(a) Management Authority is satisfied that the specimen 
was not obtained in contravention of the laws for the 
protection of fauna and flora; and 

(b) Management Authority is satisfied that any living 
specimen will be so prepared and shipped as to 
minimize the risk of injury, damage to health or 
cruel treatment, 

(3) The export of any specimen of a species included in 
Appendix III of the Convention shall require the prior grant 


and presentation of an export permit. An export permit 
shall only be granted when the following conditions have 
been met : 

(a) Management Authority is satisfied that the speci- 
men was not obtained in contravention of the laws 
for the protection of fauna and flora; and 

(b) Management Authority is satisfied that any living 

specimen will be so prepared and shipped as to 

minimize the risk of injury, damage to health or 
cruel treatment. 

(4) The import of any specimen of a species included in 
Appendix I of the Convention shall require the prior grant 
and presentation of an import permit and either an export 
permit or a re-export certificate. An import shall only be 
granted when the following conditions have been met : 

(a) Management Authority is satisfied that the specimen 
is not to be used for primarily commercial purposes. 

(5) The re-export of any specimen of a species included in 
Appendix I of the Convention shall require the prior grant 
and presentation of a re-export certificate. A re-export certi- 
ficate shall only be granted when the following conditions 
have been met : 

(a) Management Authority is satisfied that the specimen 
was imported into that State in accordance with the 
provisions of the present Convention; 

(b) Management Authority is satisfied that any living 
specimen will be so prepared and shipped as to mini- 
mize the risk of injury, damage to health or cruel 
treatment; and 

(c) Management Authority is satisfied that an import 
permit has been granted for any living specimen. 

(6) The introduction from the sea of any specimen of a 
species included in Appendix I of the Convention. shall require 
the prior grant of a certificate from a Management Authority 
of the State of introduction. A certificate shall only be grant- 
ed when the following conditions have been met : 

(a) Management Authority is satisfied that the proposed 
recipient of a living specimen is suitably equipped 
to house and care for it; and 

(b) Management Authority is satisfied that the specimen 
is not to be used for primarily commercial purposes. 

(7) The re-expon. of any specimen of a species included in 
Appendix II of the Convention shall require the prior grant 
and presentation of a re-export certificate. A re-export certi- 
ficate shall only be granted when the following conditions 
have been met ; 

(a) Management Authority Is satisfied that the specimen 
was imported into the State in accordance with the 
provisions of the present Convention; and 

(b) Management Authority is satisfied that any living 
specimen will be so prepared and shipped as to mini- 
mize the risk of injury, damage to health or cruel 
treatment. 

(8) The introduction from the setr of any specimen of a 
species included in Appendix II of the Convention shall re- 
quire the prior grant of a certificate from a Management 
Authority. A certificate shall only be granted when the 
following conditions have been met : 

(a) Management Authority is satisfied that any living 
specimen will be so handled as to minimize the risk 
of injury, damage to health or cruel treatment. 

(9) Management Authority may waive the requirements of 
Article III, IV and V of the Convention and allow the move- 
ment without permits or certificates of specimens which form 
part of a travelling, zoo, circus, menagerie, plant exhibition or 
other travelling exhibition provided that; 

(a) the exporter or importer registers full details of such 
specimens with the Management Authority; 
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(b) the specimens are in either of (he categories specified 
in paragraphs 2 or 5 of Article VII of the Conven- 
tion; and 

(c) Management Authority is satisfied that any living 
specimen will be so transported and cared for ns to 
minimize the risk of injury, damage to health or 
cruel treatment. 

(10) Where a living specimen Is confiscated as a result of 
measures referred in paragraph 1 of Article VIII of the Con- 
vention : 

(a) the specimen shall be entrusted to the Management 
Authority of the State of confiscation; 

(b) the Management Authority shall after consultation 
with the State of export, return the specimen to that 
State at the expense of that State, or to a rescue 
centre or such other place as the Management Autho- 
rity deems appropriate and consistent with the pur- 
poses of the present Convention; and 

(c) the Management Authority may obtain the advice of 
a Scientific Authority, or may, whenever it considers 
it desirable consult the Secretariat in order to facili- 
tate the decision under sub-paragraph (b) of this 
pararaph, including the choice of a rescue centre or 
Other place. 

(11) Management Authority shall designate the rescue 
centres for the purpose of this Convention. 

(12) Any other work relating to implementation of the 
Convention and assigned by Government of India. 

Scientific Authority : 

( 1 ) The export of any specimen of n species included in 
Apepndix I of (he Convention shall require tb e prior grant and 
presentation of an export permit. An export permit shall only 
be granted when the following conditions hare been met : 

(a) Scientific Authority has advised that such export will 
not be detrimental to the survival of that species. 

(2) The import of any specimen of a species included in 
Appendix I of the Convention shall require the prior grant 
and presentation of an import permit and either im export 
permit or a re-export certificate. An import permit shall only 
be granted when the following conditions have been met : 

(a) Scientific Authority has advised that the import will 
be for purposes which are not detrimental to the 
survival of the species Involved; 

(b) Scientific Authority is satisfied that the proposed 
recipient of a living specimen is suitably equipped to 
house and care for it; and 

(3) The introduction from tbe sea of any specimen of a 
species included in Appendix 7 of the Convention shall require 
the prior grant of a certificate from a Management Authority 
of the State of introduction. A certificate shall only be grant- 
ed when the following conditions have been met : 

(a) Scientific Authority has advised that such export will 
not be detrimental to the survival of the species 
involved. 

(4) The export of any specimen of a species included in 
Appendix II of the Convention shall require the prior grant 
and presentation of an export permit. An export permit shall 
only be granted when the following conditions have been met : 

(a) Scientific Authority has advised that such export will 
not be detrimental to the survival of that species; 

(5) Scientific Authority in each Party (both exporter and 
importer) shall monitor both the export permits granted by 
that State for specimens of species included in Appendix II of 
the Convention and the actual exports of such specimens. 
Whenever a Scientific Authority determines that the export of 
specimens of any such species should be limited in order to 
maintain that species throughout its range a a level consistent 
with its role in the eco-systems in which it occurs and well 
above the level at which that species might become eligible for 
Inclusion in Appendix I of the Convention, the Scientific 
Authority shall advise the appropriate Management Authority 
of suitable measures to be taken to limit the grant of export 
permits for specimens of that species. 


(6) The introduction from the sea of any specimen of a 
species included in Appendix TT of the Convention shall re- 
quiic the piior grant of a certificate from a Management 
Authority of the State of introduction, A certificate shall 
only be granted when the following conditions have been met. 

(a) Scientific Authority has advised that introduction will 
not be detrimental to the survival of the species 
involved; 

(7) Any other work relating to implementation of the Con- 
vention and assigned by the Government of India.
